United Press International 
Israeli representatives today signed 
the final document of the interim peace 
agreement with Egypt 


The signing in Jerusalem followed U.S. 
Senate approval Thursday of legislation 
permitting 
the 
stationing 
of 
200 
American civilian technicians in the 
Sinai Desert to monitor the disengage­ 
ment pact between the two countries. 


The House of Representatives ap­ 
proved the proposal Wednesday. 
The 
Israeli signing signified official im­ 
plementation of the pact negotiated by 
Secretary of State Henry Kissinger. 


The first step in putting the agreement 
into effect was scheduled today when 
Israel was to turn over officially the Ras 


Sudar oil fields on the Gulf of Suez to 
three American technicians from the 
Mobil Oil Co. who have been there since 
Sunday. 


Israel is to give Ras Sudar back to 
Egypt Nov. 15 and to withdraw entirely 
from the area earmarked in the agree­ 
ment by Feb 22. 1976. 


Israel originally only initialed the 
military timetable for the Jewish state’s 
withdrawal from 2,000 square miles of

Nov. economic summit set 
by Ford and West leaders 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Ford and the leaders of France. Britain, 
West 
Germany, 
Italy, 
Japan 
and 
probably Canada will meet in France in 
November to chart a joint war on infla­ 
tion, recession, the oil crisis and other 
economic and political problems, the 
White House said today. 


At a White House briefing, State 
Department Counselor Helmut Son- 
nenfeldt told reporters the summit 
probably will not produce decisions or 
even negotiations. It will, he said, give 
“ a fresh impulse and a fresh impetus” to 
action already under way by Western in­ 
dustrial powers to collectively put their 
economic houses in order. 


“ The six leaders recognize the impor­ 
tance their economies have to one 
another and to the rest of the world,” 
Press Secretary Ron Nessen said in a 
statement “ They believe that they have 
a responsibility to consult with one 
another on achieving stable growth for 
their own countries and, in cooperation 
with other nations, 
greater global 
prosperity and improvements in the 
working of the international economy.” 


An official statement from Paris said 
the six-nation summit will launch a 


sweeping review of global strategy rang­ 
ing from commercial and monetary 
questions to issues of energy and 
development. 
It will be the first monetary summit of 
the non-Communist 
world and the 
highest-level conference of key Western 
world nations dealing with economic is­ 
sues since World War II. European 
diplomatic sources said 
Sonnenfeldt said the meeting will take 
place Nov 15-17 at a site in France to be 
decided by French President Valery Gis-

$100 billion corporation asked 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Ford asked Congress today to create a 
$100 billion government corporation to 
aid and financially underwrite the com­ 
mercial development of unconventional 
energy sources 
Ford said the rapid development of 
such things as solar energy and synthetic 
fuel from coal and oil shale are vital to 
the achievement of U S 
energy in­ 
dependence. but might not be financed 
by traditional sources because of the 
high risks involved 


“ America cannot permit the excessive 
delays associated with the commer­ 
cialization of unconventional energy 
technologies." Ford said in a message to 
Congress 
which

proposed legislation 
“ This legislation would create a new 
partnership between the private sector 
and the federal government to assure ac­ 
tion mi vital energy projects in the next 
decade." he said 
The 
new corporation, called the 
Energy Independence Authority, is the 


brainchild of Vice President Nelson A 
Rockefeller who used similar techniques 
when he was governor of New York 
The corporation would be set up to 
operate for onlv 10 years It would have 
authorized capital stocks of $25 billion 
and could issue loans totaling $75 billion 
at any one time to finance private in 
dustry m energy independence ventures

organization could issue direct loans 
loan guarantees and price guarantees to 
projects contributing to the nation's in­ 


dependence from foreign oil sources 
But they said it could only aid those 
projects 
which would not be financed

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Lompoc hospital, physicians 
face crisis over insurance

Lompoc is in danger of its hospital 
closing and its medical doctors leaving 
town If not that, then the services of 
both may be severely crippled 
In Dr John D. Sawyer’s words, the 
reason 
is 
the 
soaring 
“ immoral” 
malpractice insurance rates 
The Lompoc Hospital District Board of 
Directors last night voted to raise the 
rates of the Lompoc District Hospital to 
pay a $12,000 a month liability premium 
rate under Farmers Insurance 
The 
premium rate last month under a now 
defunct insurance company was $2,600 
The hospital rate increases were $5 for 
emergency room service. $15 for surgery 
and $5 per day per occupied bed Bed 
rates will jump from $78 to $83 a day. 
Although the board only plans to stay 
with Farmers for a short time — until a 
type of self-insurance plan can be 
decided upon — the hospital rates will 
stay in effect. The additional revenue 
will be needed under self-insurance to 
maintain an operating reserve fund. 
In a prepared statement to the board, 
Ken Wicks, hospital administrator, said, 
“ Over 32 years of Lompoc Hospital’s ex­ 
istence. many obstacles and problems 
have been met and overcome However, 
the problem which currently faces the 
hospital, is the most serious one which 
has been presented to the organization 
“ The cost of hospital liability in­ 
surance has risen from the budgeted 
$36,000 per 
year to approximately 
$144,000 and rumor has it that it will in­ 
crease 50 per cent the first of the year It 
would be extremely difficult and expen­ 
sive to increase the hospital rates in 
order to pay the inflated premium 
charges for liability insurance. Twenty- 
five per cent of our patients are Medi-Cal 
which has frozen their reimbursement 
rate at the June 1975 level which is $10 
less than the present rates This means 
increased rates would unfairly affect the 
remainder of the patients.” 
The board’s action, however, does not 
help to solve the plight of Lompoc doc­ 
tors. They face an incredible 468 per cent 
malpractice insurance rate increase on 
Jan 1. 
“ January 1 will be a crisis day in 
California,” predicted Dr. Eldon Elam, 
a hospital surgeon. “ There will be areas 
without doctors.” 
Four staff doctors, who also maintain 
private practices, attended the meeting 
and they listed their options to the crisis 
as doubling patient rates, discontinuing 
costly insurance services such as sur­ 
gery and obstetrics or moving to Saudi 
Arabia to practice medicine 
None favored doubling patient rates 
Dr. Sawyer, also a hospital surgeon, 
warned, "If we continue to pay these im­ 
moral amounts of money, there will be 
no end to it I can't afford to pay $30,000 
and I’m not sure I would if I could 
“ If the doctors would rebel against 
this, it would be a short term problem ” 
By rebellion, he explained discontinu­ 
ing surgery and obstetrics or stopping 
the practice of medicine all together as a 
means of getting public support 
Harold Thompson, board chairman, 
said that closing the hospital or limiting 
its services may one day be the only 
alternatives to curing its liability in­ 
surance problems 
According to Wicks, the doctor's 
liability problem is more difficult to 
solve and “ more debilitating to the com­ 
munity” than the hospital’s insurance 
troubles. 
“ The specialists, surgeons, ohsteti- 
cians and anesthetists are the gu-ops 
most affected Most feel they can no 
longer afford to pay these premiums and 
plan to limit their practice to general 
and office practice, or perhaps even to 
leave California and go to other states in 
which insurance rates are more control­ 
led,” he stated 
“ This would mean that surgery and 
obstetrics would no longer be available 
to this community of 26.000 plus ” 
The only motion passed last night was 
to raise the hospital rates 
Michael 
Palmer, the district’s counsel, will 
report back at the next meeting on self- 
insurance plans 
The board will also consider insuring 
the hospital’s anesthetists, which was a 
recommendation by Dr Elam

California plans to appeal a 
federal judge s ruling that it 
cannot impose conditions on the 
operation of the New Melones 
Dam and other federal water 
projects in the state. 
The ruling Thursday by U.S. 
District Court Judge Thomas J. 
MacBride was a blow to en­ 
vironmentalists who want to 
save a nine-mile-stretch of 
white water rapids upstream 
from the $300 million dam now 
under 
construction 
on 
the 
Stanislaus River 
Officials of the state Water 
Resources Control Board im­ 
mediately announced plans to 
appeal the decision, which was 
prompted by a federal suit over 
the board’s permit for the New 
Melones Dam. 
If upheld by higher courts, 
the ruling could have a signifi­ 
cant effect on future federal 
water projects in California and 
on the operation of the vast 
federally built Central Valley 
Project 
Board

Jobs and profits —as well as 
litter— could be reduced if 
California enacted an Oregon- 
style mandatory deposit on 
beverage cans and bottles, ac­ 
cording to Legislative Analyst 
A. Alan Post. 
In a report issued Thursday, 
Post said such a step should 
only be taken after other 
measures to combat litter are 
tried 
The report recommended a 
system such as that used in 
Washington State in which con­ 
tainers and other materials 
found to produce litter are tax­ 
ed and the revenue is used to 
beef up trash pickup programs. 
If the legislature passed a 
deposit-return law similar to 
that pioneered by Oregon. Post 
said, litter would be “ substan­ 
tially” reduced in California. 
For one thing, the number of 
new 
containers 
would 
be 
reduced by as much as 5.2 bil­ 
lion annually, he noted. 
“ Further, the economic in­ 
centive we believe is sufficient 
to insure that most beverage 
containers will be returned for 
the deposit if not by the 
purchaser then by individuals 
or groups engaged in scaveng­ 
ing containers for the deposit 
value." the report said 
The proposal that the legisla­ 
ture asked Post to evaluate 
would place a five-cent deposit 
on all beer and carbonated 
beverage containers.

mation plans, the stretch would 
be inundated before there are 
definite plans for use of the 
stored water. 
MacBride ruled the federal 
government can appropriate 
unclaimed water for use in any 
federal reclamation project in 
California but it must apply to 
the board for a determination of 
the availability of such water. 
He said the board must grant a 
federal application for such 
water if it is available. 
The judge said nothing in the 
Federal Reclamation Act al­ 
lows the state board to impose 
terms on a federal water per­ 
mit. MacBride also declared 
the board’s decision “ to be 
void.”

cancer killer of men over 75.

Takei Thursday told the As­ 
sembly Finance.Insurance and 
Commerce Committee that the 
department’s 38 boards and 
bureaus, which regulate and 
license persons ranging from 
doctors to barbers, pay more 
attention to those they regulate 
than to the public. 
His charges have been made 
repeatedly by consumer groups 
in recent years. However, it 
was the first time such charges 
were leveled by the depart­ 
ment’s director 
Calling for a reorganization 
of the department. Takei said 
“ several 
thousand 
dollars' 
could be saved by consolidating 
many of the smaller licensing 
bureaus. He said that during the 
last three years, boards and 
bureaus ran over their budgets 
52 times. 
The director said his depart­ 
ment has “ one of the worst af­ 
firmative 
action 
records” 
among state agencies. 
-A consulting firm found that 
licencing standards set by the 
boards “ adversely affect the 
opportunities 
of 
minorities, 
licensing standards lack proper 
justification with respect to 
their occupational relatedness 
and examination 
procedures 
are not consistent with modern 
testing techniques.” he said 
Takei said as many as 50.000 
of the 80.000 persons who file 
complaints with the depart­ 
ment every year may go away 
unsatisfied with the depart­ 
ment s response.

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Kidnap victim

DUBLIN. Ireland (UPI) - A 
Dutch businessman kidnaped a 
week ago is still alive and at 
least 
one demand 
for 
his 
release will be met. according 
to a spokesman for his com­ 
pany.

response to conditions set by 
the kidnapers for the release of 
Tiede Herrema — said Thurs­ 
day it is closing down its 
Limerick plant indefinitely at 
midnight tonight 
“ Contact has been made with 
the kidnapers and negotiations 
still are going on.” a Ferenka 
spokesman said “ We have con­ 
firmation that Dr Herrema is 
alive.” 
He said the closing of the 
plant was one of the demands 
put forth by the kidnapers who 
seized Herrema. 52. last Friday 
and demanded the release of 
three Irish Republican Army 
members from jail 
The kidnapers threatened to 
kill Herrema within 48 hours, 
but the deadline passed last 
Sunday. 
The spokemsan said the com­ 
pany could not meet all of the 
kidnapers’ demands, but one 
condition it could meet was to 
close the Limerick plant where 
Herrema was managing direc­ 
tor. 
The plant, the area’s major 


employer, 
has 
some 
1.200 
workers It is one of Europe s 
biggest manufacturers of steel 
bands for radial tires 
Ferenka said the firm would 
need “ some more time" before 
responding to the demands of 
the kidnapers 
The delay appeared aimed at 
finding ways to guarantee the 
kidnapers safe passage out of 
Ireland once the hostage is

WASHINGTON - Still hidden in 
secret grand jury transcripts and locked 
prosecutors’ files is the dramatic story 
of how the Watergate case was broken 
We have spent weeks interviewing FBI 
sources, government prosecutors and 
defense attorneys to get the details that 
never came out at the public hearings. 
The real heroes of 
Watergate, we have 
concluded, were the 
FBI 
agents 
who 
wouldn’t let the White 
House obstruct their 
investigation and the 
original 
Watergate 
prosecutors who pain­ 
stakingly 
fitted 
the 
jigsaw pieces into a 
criminal conspiracy 


The three unsung prosecutors — 
Karl Silbert, Seymour Glanzer 
and 
Donald Campbell — handed the case on 


a silver platter to the special prosecutor 
and his staff of 90 
They had no way of knowing in June, 
1972, that President Nixon personally 
had issued the order to cover up the trail 
of break-ins, bag jobs, forgeries, frame- 
ups, rough-ups and buggings. which we 
now know as Watergate. 
The 
FBI 
agents, 
therefore, 
en­ 
countered incredible obstacles from the 
moment 
they 
started 
down 
the 
Watergate trail. The key witnesses 
either lied outright or withheld vital in­ 
formation. 
As an example, the G-men for weeks 
couldn't identify the two chief culprits, 
G. Gordon Liddy and E Howard Hunt, 
who were known to them only as George 
Leonard and Ed Warren. 
The notorious pair were well known, of 
course, inside the White House, which 
paid them blackmail to lay low The CIA, 
which provided the phony identities, also 
knew them.

provisions under Imposition 9 have 
revealed that special interest groups in 
this state play an even bigger role in 
financing our election process, and hence 
our government, than the most cynical 
suspected Right now big money con­ 
tributes so much to our political cam­ 
paigns and gets so much in return that 
the average citizen can hardly find a 
place in line. Last year’s state Senate 
race is a perfect example: 85% of all 
contributions were for $100 or more 
(usually a lot more) and 65% of the total 
came directly from special interest 
groups 
This system also clearly favors incum­ 
bents, who in the 1972 California elec­ 
tions outspent challengers by more than 
5 to 1 in most races. In the 1974 Califor­ 
nia elections, the percentage of winning 
challengers was 
0975. In 1972, the 
California 
Medical 
Association con­ 
tributed to 78 incumbent legislators and 
to only four challengers. The California 
Title Insurance Committee contributed 
to 60 incumbents and no challengers. 
In fighting for disclosure provisions 
under Proposition 9, Common Cause 
argued that people have a right to know 
“ who’s doing what to whom."

It is the Political 
Campaign Reform Act of 1975 and will 
limit contributions to candidates for 
legislative office to $100 and $250 for 
statewide candidates while providing 
spending limits on legislative office can­ 
didates ( Proposition 9 covers statewide 
candidates) and lowering the limits by 
10f for incumbents. 
AS 2564 will also provide a partial 
system of public funding to candidates

have 
demonstrated 
significant 
public support Such reforms will go a 
long way toward freeing politicans from 
a system of campaign financing that 
forces them to go hat in hand to big 
business, big labor, wealthy individuals, 
horse racing, oil. agribusiness, real es­ 
tate and other special interests. Com­ 
mon Cause urges all concerned citizens 
to support AB 2564 as proposed and join 
us in a public campaign to return govern­ 
ment to the people.

Invisible bureaucrats 


For all the talk about “ the 
imperial presidency” and the 
abuse of executive power, the 
fact of the matter is that a 
president is to a startling 
degree at the mercy not only 
of Congress but of a horde of 
invisible bureaucrats who are 
virtually immune to executive 
discipline. 
So says a university profes­ 
sor and columnist John P. 
Roche who based the state­ 
ment on his experience as a 
speech writer and adviser to 
Lyndon B. Johnson. 
Harry Truman was right 
when he said “ the buck stops 
here.” That is, it is the presi­ 
dent’s 
obligation 
to 
settle 
policy. From inside, however, 
says 
Roche, 
“ you 
rapidly 
learn that the real problem is 


to get important decisions 
where they belong: on the desk 
in the Oval Office.” 


Stopping the buck at the top 
“ does not call for displays of 
courage as much as it does for 
an efficient espionage ap­ 
paratus to guarantee that key 
decisions are not being made 
by invisible bureaucrats, to 
make sure the buck does not 
stop someplace else.” 


The 
armor 
of 
this 
bureaucracy is civil service 
tenure, provided by Congress 
to about 98 per cent of the ad­ 
ministrative 
establishment 
and originally considered a 
great 
reform 
designed 
to 
eliminate the spoils system. 


The 
real 
battle 
in 
Washington, Roche claims, is 


not between the administra­ 
tion and Congress. 
“ It is 
between the president and a 
secret 
alliance 
of 
the 
legislature 
and 
the 
bureaucracy, who share the 
common objective of cutting 
the president down.” 
Watergate, 
he 
suggests, 
while 
it 
was 
an 
absurd, 
criminal extreme, was part of 
a process that goes back to 
World War II in which presi­ 
dents have been driven to im­ 
provise techniques for control 
of the administration. 
Ironically, in his efforts to 
create the power the textbooks 
says he had, Richard Nixon set 
in motion a train of events 
leading 
to 
congressional 
predominance unmatched in 
history. 


H and Ocean by Harry Crompe 


The California Coastal Commission 
recently 
adopted 
policy goals and 
amongst such goals was the following: 
“ The long-term goal (possibly 50 years 
or more away)... should be public 
ownership of ... a strip of land parallel­ 
ing the coast. In urban areas, this might 
mean a strip of several hundred feet to 
several hundred yards 
wide. Wherever ap­ 
propriate, 
the strip 
should include all the 
area 
between 
the 
mean high tide line 
and the first public 
road.” 
The Sea Ranch As­ 
sociation, a group of 
private 
owners 
of 
coastal 
land, 
have 
translated this policy 
into costs and they are 
staggering. 
Of the 1,072 miles of California 
coastline. 410 miles 
are in public 
ownership and 662 miles in private 
ownership. Obviously 
not all of the 
privately owned coastal land could or 
would be purchased by the State. Some 
has already been developed for housing, 
commercial and industrial use. Let us 
assume that 500 miles are available and 
suitable for purchase. Let us further as­ 
sume that of this 500 miles, 100 are in the 
urban counties and that the other 400 are 
in the more rural counties. 
To buy a coastal strip only 300 feet 
wide in the 100 “ urban” miles would 
mean a total acquisition of 3.630 acres. A 
strip of coastal land 3.000 feet wide in the 
other 400 “ rural” miles would figure out 
to 145,150 acres. 
What cost figures could one use? A 
conservative rural figure would be $2.000 
per acre The State Department of Parks 
and Recreation purchase program in 
Mendocino County involves prices from 
$1,600 per acre to $12.000. For urban 
coastline, a figure of $300.000 per acre 
can be used which is 75 per cent of the 
value placed on some San Francisco 
footage. Malibu Beach frontage goes as 
high as $740.000 per acre. 
Putting it all together, one comes up 
with a total acquisition cost of over one 
and one-quarter billion dollars. 
Even this is not the whole story. The 
State Department of Parks and Recrea­ 
tion lists needs of one billion dollars over 
the next five years for new acquisitions

on the coast. Assuming that one-half of 
this billion dollars covers land outside of 
the coastal strip, the total cost for un­ 
developed acreage will increase to about 
$1,880.000,000!

Late in the morning of the Watergate 
arrests. Liddy sought out then-Attorney 
General Richard Kleindienst on the 
Burning Tree golf course Thus, the At­ 
torney General actually met one of the 
ringleaders whom the FBI was seeking. 
On July 6. the CIA finally delivered a 
memo to the acting FBI director, Pat 
Gray, revealing that Liddy and Hunt had 
been furnished false identities. Yet Gray 
locked the memo in his safe, without 
breathing a word of it to his own agents. 
Not until November, 1972, did the 
prosecutors learn the true identities of 
George Leonard and Ed Warren. And it 
was April 1973, before they found out 
about Liddy’s meeting with Kleindienst 
on the golf course. 
Meanwhile, John Dean telephoned 
Gray from the White House daily to find 
what progress the FBI was making. On 
several occasions, Dean slipped through 
a private door in Gray’s office to pick up 
FBI teletypes, transcripts and raw 
reports on the Watergate investigation. 
Dean also prepared White House 
witnesses for their FBI interviews and 
then sat in on the questioning. And for 
awhile, he was permitted to attend inter­ 
views that the prosecutors conducted 
The 
prosecutors also gave 
their 
superior, Assistant Attorney General 
Henry Petersen, progress reports. He 
passed on the key developments to Dean 
and, 
sometimes, 
to 
the President 
himself 
Thus, the White House knew every step 
the 
prosecutors 
were 
taking 
and, 
therefore, could keep ahead of them But 
the President’s men did not reckon with 
the determination of a judge named John 
Sirica, the diligence of the press nor the 
doggedness of the prosecutors and G- 
men 
Waterbugger James McCord, under 
threat of a long prison term, was the 
first to break. When one of the White 
House 
conspirators, 
Jeb 
Stuart 
Magruder, received a lofty new appoint­ 
ment, McCord complained bitterly to 
John Dean: “ I'm going to prison and 
Magruder’s getting his picture in the 
papers.” 
To save himself, McCord began to spill 
what he knew. The prosecutors im­ 
mediately summoned Liddy, who was 
tight-lipped as ever about his Watergate 
role. But they deliberately detained him 
and engaged him in idle conversation. 
This generated alarmed whispers in­ 
side the White House that the unpredic­ 
table Liddy was talking. A panicky 
Magruder flew to Bermuda in search of a 
lawyer who had been recommended. And 
the President dispatched Dean to Camp 
David to write a Watergate report. 
The cool, calculating Dean suspected 
the President was setting him up. For if 
Dean committed the White House cover 
story to writing, he might make himself 
the prime scapegoat. He, therefore, put 
nothing on paper. Instead, he telephoned 
his lawyer, Thomas Hogan, from Camp 
David. 
Hogan recommended an able trial 
lawyer, Charles Shaffer, who met them 
secretly in an out-of-the-way apartment 
in the Washington suburbs. It took Dean 
seven hours to summarize the con­ 
spiracy. “ It has to end.” he concluded. 
“ I’m ready to end it.” 
“ Don’t run into the machine guns yet,” 
Shaffer advised. He sought out the 
prosecutors to see what kind of a deal he 
would make. The chief prosecutor, Earl 
Silbert, refused to grant Dean immunity. 
Arrangements were made, nevertheless, 
for Dean to tell his story so the 
prosecutors could judge what kind of a 
witness he would make. 
There followed a series of secret 
meetings 
with 
the 
prosecutors, 
sometimes lasting most of the night, in 
Shaffer’s Rockville. Md., office. 
Magruder. meanwhile, tried to lie to 
his lawyer, James Sharp, who finally 
told him bluntly: “ Jeb, pretty soon 
you're going to have to tell me the 
truth.” 
When Magruder finally told the truth. 
Sharp advised him: “ Jeb, you’ve got no 
choice. We should go to the prosecutors 
and make the best deal we can.” 
One by one. Silbert hauled the witnes­ 
ses before the grand jury. Before he was 
finished, the Watergate case had been 
cracked
